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Strikers vow to stay out ‘until Christmas if we have to’

Striking airport workers 
say they'll stay out on the 
picket line until Christ- 
mas if they have to after 
rejecting a company of- 
fer late last week. 

“We're here for the 
long haul, the members 
are united” said union 
spokesperson Frank 
Amponsah. 


About 700 baggage 
handlers, aircraft cab- 
in cleaners and ground 
workers are now into 
their fifth week on the 
picket lines. 


“If they come up tomor- 
row with a better offer, 
we will accept it. As long 
as they keep bringing 
the same offer everyday, 
well stay out here as

long as it takes,” he said. 


Teamsters Local 419 over- 
whelmingly rejected a new 
contract offer by Swissport 
Cargo Handling. 

Amponsah says 98 per 
cent of members rejected 
the offer as being similar 
to the original one they al- 
ready turned down. 


“It’s the same contract 
that we rejected from the 
start. They made a couple 
of changes to language but 
underneath it’s the same 
contract. If they come up 
with a better offer tomor- 
row, we will accept it,” Am- 
ponsah added. 

Swissport has used man- 
agement and replacement 


workers to continue oper- 
ating and there are conflict- 
ing reports of service delays 
resulting from the dispute 

since it began July 27. 

A statement from Toronto 
Pearson International Air- 
port notes the airport con- 
tinues to run smoothly and 
“has a contingency plan in 
place, as part of our emer- 
gency management pro- 
gram, to deal with labour 
disruptions. 

Amponsah says the union 
has been receiving reports 
of ongoing problems. 

“Swissport says ‘every- 
thing is cool’ and we know 
that is not true. What we 
want is for the public to 
come up and say ‘you know 
what,’ ’m missing my bag, 
missing my whatever but 
nobody is doing it. We 
know there’s a problem in 
there.” 

A traffic enforcement offi- 
cer who spoke to Peel Daily 


News on condition he not 
be named, says the dispute 
has led to a lot of frustra- 
tion on the part of travel- 
lers. 


“Most people do know 
what’s happening but when 
their baggage arrives three 
days late, they’re obviously 
frustrated,” he said. 

“Baggage wise, we're see- 
ing difficulties. Normally 
it would be about 45 min- 
utes for them to go through 
customs and clear it. Right 
now, some people are say- 
ing it’s about an hour in the 
baggage hall alone.

“The most we can do is we 
haul everything out to the 
road — get it out of the house 
so it doesn’t get moldy, just 
put it out on the road. The 
cities usually arrange for 
special garbage pickups. 
They come in with an arm 
that picks up all the garbage 
on the streets.” 

Along with providing la- 
bour, Porco will be sending 
equipment to help in the sal- 
vage efforts. 


That includes 30 dehumidi- 
fiers and 160 fans, “a signif- 
icant amount of equipment 
because you can’t even rent 
it down there, because it’s 
going to be sold out pretty 
quick,” Porco said. 


It’s not the first time his 
company has volunteered to 
work in flood-ravaged disas- 
ter zones. 


It has provided volunteer 
relief to residents in South 


Carolina, Florida, Louisiana 
and Haiti. 


“That’s our standard pro- 
cess that we do when we 
hear about stuff like that. 
We have the equipment 
sitting here and we're not 
doing anything with it. We 
might as well let them use 
it,” he said. 


Porco’s companies, which 
include 911 Restoration, 
pump out excess water, dry 
out waterlogged articles and 
remove debris. 


In most of the areas he’s 
done relief work in, the 
homes are laid out differ- 
ently than what is normally 
seen in Canada. 


“Most of them don’t have 
basements so they're not 
like us so they don’t have a 
bunch of stuff packed into 
their basements. They don’t 
have recreation rooms and 
stuff. They’re just main floor 
houses so basically every- 
thing on their main floor,

Places like Florida are used 
to it, so they carry the cover- 
age. Places like Houston are 
not used to it because it’s so 
far inland.” 


their kitchens their bed- 
rooms are all trashed.” 


The volunteer efforts are 
critical to many in the flood 
zone who won't get the help 
they need from their insur- 
ance company. 


“A lot of people have in- 
surance, but the insurance 
doesn’t pay because it’s a 
flood and their policy ex- 
cluded flood. Houston 
hasn’t been hit in a long 
time. They’re not used to it. 


Porco is expecting to be in 
Texas by Sunday, Sept. 3. 
Two two-person crews in 
different vehicles will meet 
him there for two weeks of 
relief work. 


After 14 days, the salvage 
effort turns to mold-removal 
and there are state licensing 


restrictions as to who can do 
that type of work in Texas. 


“As happened before in 
Louisiana, you'll see a lot 
of devastation. People 
have been wiped right out, 
so theyre starting from 
scratch, ’Porco said. 


Other Canadian compa- 
nies offering to help include 
Montreal-based _ Resolute 
Forest Products, which has 
committed to sending a rail 
car full of lumber to Hous- 
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rampton May- 
or Linda Jeffrey 
recently sent the 


hometown pro _ hockey 
team a pretty frank mes- 
sage— don’t come back 
to taxpayers looking for 
more. 


The mayor had opposed 
the 2016 sponsorship 
deal for the Brampton 
Beast that will pump $1.5 
million of taxpayer mon- 
ey into the ECHL hockey 
club over three years to 
help the team staunch 
its red ink and stay in the 
community. 


The mayor voted against 
that marketing deal, a 
controversial agreement 
that angered many con- 
stituents fed up with 
what they see as lax 
spending by the city and 
poor financial practices 
that go back many years. 
In a recent interview 
with PDN, Jeffrey, a for- 
mer provincial Liberal 
cabinet minister, said 
voters in next year’s local 
election should be asking 
why councillors voted for 
the Beast bailout against 
the advice of city staff, 
and “why my tax dollars 
would be spent subsidiz- 
ing somebody who’s a 
millionaire.” 

It’s hard to say wheth- 
er Kingston business- 
man Gregg Rosen— the 
Beast’s principal owner— 
has that kind of money. 
But as chairman of Kim- 
co Steel, a sprawling fam- 
ily-run Kingston metal 
distributor and recycler 
more than a century old, 
he’s probably not living 
in the poorhouse. 

No matter what help 
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The uphill battle for the Brampton Beast 


the city has provided, 
the Beast still has an up- 
hill fight to make a dime 
in the Brampton hockey 
market. 


The city and neighbour- 
ing Mississauga have 
seen repeated failures 
with their local hockey 
teams, who have been 
annual perennial losers 
at the gate in various 
leagues. 

Remember the Bramp- 
ton Battalion? The OHL 
team lost money for ev- 
ery year of its 16-year 
existence and drew the 
smallest crowds in the 
OHL before owner Scott 
Abbott got fed up and 
took the team to North 
Bay for the 2014 season. 
How about the short- 
lived Brampton  Sev- 
en-Ups, and numerous 
junior teams _ ranging 
from the Warriors and 
Chevies to the Capitals 
and Rockets who also 
eventually moved from 
the Flower City. 

In Mississauga, the St. 
Michael’s Majors lasted 
five years at the Hershey 


Centre then became the 
current Steelheads. 


Meanwhile, the  Ice- 
Dogs— a junior team 
once owned and coached 
by Don Cherr— packed 
up and moved to St. 
Catharines after a decade 
in Peel. 


Most hockey experts be- 
lieve that Peel Region’s 
diverse population— with 
large groups of Indo-Pa- 
kistani, Chinese and Fil- 
ipino immigrants— is 
the main reason hockey 
is not as entrenched in 
those communities as 
soccer, basketball or even 
cricket. 

“It’s hard to sell out a 
Beast game,” observes 
a Brampton-born busi- 
nessman who has op- 
erated hockey teams in 
the past. “But if you built 
an indoor cricket pitch, 
you'd probably be suc- 
cessful.” 

The GTA has long been a 
hotbed of hockey for the 
Maple Leafs— in all eth- 
nic communities— and 
Hockey Night in Cana- 
da even broadcasts Leaf 


games in Punjabi. 

But even the NHL 
team’s recent success 
and roster of budding 
superstars may not help 
boost interest for GTA 
minor leagues perceived 
by fans to be of second-ti- 
er quality. 

Abbott, the North Bay 
Battalion owner, says the 
OHL team in Brampton 
“was in the schools and 
in the corporate commu- 
nity...but there was just 
no traction.” 

He suggests it may be 
even more difficult for 
the Beast, in a minor pro 
league where there are 
few stars and the aver- 
age player makes $600 a 
week. 

When Rosen bought the 
Beast a few years ago he 
said the key to success 
with the franchise was 
about “marketing and 
creating a buzz on a lim- 
ited product.” 

Part of the Beast’s deal 
with the City of Bramp- 
ton will give the city the 
right to advertise on the 
boards at the Powerade 


Centre for 36 home 
games, hundreds of free 
tickets, advertising on 
the Beast team bus that 
travels across the U.S., 
team jerseys ads as well 
as profit-sharing and 
other benefits. 


The Beast, which loses 
about $1.5 million a year, 
is also trying to get up to 
10 local minority owners, 
to help boost the team’s 
presence in the corporate 
community and pump 
a few million into the 
team’s coffers. 

Rosen would still con- 
trol 51 per cent of the 
club, which is said to be 
worth between $5 mil- 
lion and $10 million. 

We'll likely see strong 
marketing efforts this 
fall to promote the Beast, 
some partnerships with 
local media and business 
groups and other efforts 
to help boost attendance 
at the Powerade Centre 
and spark a buzz in the 
community about the 
team. 

You can expect to see 
a game or two sold-out 


with thousands of free 
tickets for school kids. 


The Beast averaged 
about 3,106 people a 
game last year, in the 
lower third of the 27- 
team ECHL, just behind 
the Rapid City Rush and 
just ahead of the Norfolk 
Admirals. 


So there is a long way 
to go to revive the team’s 
fortunes— and the writ- 
ing is still on the wall 
whether the turnaround 
effort will work. 


But whether it does or 
doesn’t it seems high- 
ly unlikely the City of 
Brampton will put more 
money into the effort 
when its current deal ex- 
pires after next year. 


Jeffrey is committed to 
improving Brampton’s fi- 
nancial management and 
keep its ballooning taxes 
under control. 


Remember she’s the lo- 
cal politician who called 
in former provincial au- 
ditor Jim McCarter to re- 
view Brampton’s financ- 
es in late 2014. 

McCarter noted Bramp- 
ton’s bloated labour costs 
and salaries were eating 
up most revenues from 
property taxes. 

He also warned about 
the city’s $215 million 
debt and capital reserves 
that were nearly drained. 

The mayor expects local 
voters still smarting from 
years of murky financial 
practices will be highly 
wary of another Beast 
bailout.

Beast ‘bailout’ a ballot issue 
in 2018: Mayor Jeffrey

Brampton Mayor Lin- 
da Jeffrey says subsidies 
for money losing sports 
teams like the Beast, will 
be a ballot issue in next 
year’s municipal election. 

“For me it is,” she said in 
interview with PDN. 

“It’s an issue that many 
voters still feel very 
strongly about. They talk 
to me about it all the time 
just like they do about the 
LRT.” 


Jeffrey and Council- 
lor Gurpreet Dhillon 
were the only two peo- 
ple on council who vot- 
ed against a proposal to 
extend a $1.5m financial 
lifeline to the Brampton 
Beast of the East Coast 
Hockey League (ECHL). 
Despite a staff report 
that found the proposed 
sponsorship deal was 
not in the best interests 
of taxpayers, council was 
overwhelmingly in sup- 
port of the plan. 

“To be perfectly hon- 
est I was shocked when 
it passed that evening,” 
said Jeffrey, “because 
some of my _ council- 
lors have a_ business 
background. I would’ve 
thought the business 
case, the financials and 
the advice from accoun- 
tants would’ve coloured 
that conversation.” 


Jeffrey says she does not 

believe the controversial 
sponsorship deal will be 
a defining issue in next 
year’s election but adds, 
“it’s very important to 
find out how your elect- 
ed representatives voted 
on it, why they thought 
it was a good deal, why 
my tax dollars would be 
spent subsidizing some- 
body who’s a_million- 
aire.” 


The club, owned by 
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a Kingston — business- 
man and partly owned 
by Cary Kaplan has lost 
around $4 million since 
it launched in 2013 but 
owners remain outward- 
ly optimistic. 

They've offered fans 
an opportunity to buy a 
stake in the franchise. 
Ownership defends the 
idea of public support for 
for-profit teams like the 
Beast as similar to fund- 
ing for projects, which 
add to the overall quality 
of life for residents. 
Team owners remain 
optimistic about the fu- 
ture and have offered an 
opportunity for fans to 
buy a stake in the fran- 
chise. 

Kaplan doesn’t like the 
word ‘bailout ‘when dis- 
cussing the sponsorship 
agreement, arguing that 
support for the Beast is 
“just like [when] the City 
buys a park or communi- 
ty centre. Cities also in- 
vest in local hockey teams 
in every single city.” 
Despite her opposition 
to further subsidies for 
the Beast, Jeffrey likes 
the idea of attracting 
sports teams to the city, 
which generate five dol- 
lars in economic spinoffs 
for each one spent. 
Typically, events like 
league tournaments gen- 
erate lucrative economic 
spinoffs for the hospi- 
tality sector; including 
restaurants and hotelS. 
“Most sports groups 
do need support from 
their local municipality. 
The challenge is, ‘who’s 
your favourite’? How do 
you be fair to all your 
groups? Minor hockey, 
soccer, cricket, baseball, 
there are a whole bunch 
of groups out there that I 
think are just as worthy.” 


Jeffrey does not see the 
‘Beast issue’ as a poten- 


ce

tial ‘referendum’ ques- 
tion. 

“This is not one of those 
pivotal issues. It’s an an- 
noyance, an irritant. I 
think referendum ques- 
tions are meant to be for 
the good of the commu- 
nity, a big ticket item like 
a university or an LRT.” 

Besides, she adds, “any 
referendum question 
has to go through the 
province and it has to 
be a question approved 
by council. This council 
wouldn’t want to have 
that question on the bal- 
lot. Many councillors 
would want this question 
to go away.” 

Councillor Dhillon told 
Peel Daily News the only 
way to change the culture 
is for voters to “bring ina 
new council,” by cleaning 
house in the next munici- 
pal election. 

“The Beast decision is 
part of a bigger problem. 
It’s part of a bigger cul- 
ture of misspending and 
misuse of tax money,” he 
said. 

“We have councillors 
under police investiga- 
tion last time, councillors 
who misspend money, 
you got councillors giving 
themselves a raise last 
time, gave themselves 
severance pay and dou- 
bled their pension bene- 
fits.” 


Mosquitoes in Peel test positive for West Nile Virus

Batches of mosquitoes col- 
lected throughout Peel have 
tested positive for West Nile 
Virus, a recent report re- 
veals. 


Peel Public Health con- 
firmed that a number of 
samples collected earlier this 
week have tested positive for 
the virus, including thir- 
teen within Brampton, eight 
within Mississauga and one 
within Caledon. 


The collected samples are 
part of an ongoing program 
that started in mid-June by 
the Region of Peel. Nearly 
600 samples have been col- 
lected in 2017 for the pro- 
gram, and of those, 62 have 
tested positive for the virus. 


West Nile Virus (WNV) can 
be transferred to humans 
through infected mosqui- 
toes, and is a serious illness. 
The virus passes to mosqui- 
toes through infected birds. 


So far, there have not been 
any recorded cases of infec- 
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tion in Peel. 


The region’s results follow a 
research paper that was pub- 
lished by a PhD student and 
a fellow scientist from Brock 
University, which claims 
that the province will have a 
major outbreak of the virus 
this year. 


Eight cases of the virus 
were reported in 2017, in- 
cluding instances in Hamil- 
ton, York, Eastern Ontario, 
Windsor-Essex and Haldi- 
mand-Norfolk. 


Public officials continue to 
advise residents that their 
risk of being infected can be

reduced by removing sourc- 
es of stagnant water on their 
property, including wading 
pools, wheelbarrows which 
have collected water, etc. 


They are also advising resi- 
dents to protect themselves 
from mosquitoes by wearing 
long-sleeved, light-coloured 
clothing, as well as avoiding 
areas with large mosquito 
populations. 


Residents can also avoid 
contact by applying insect 
repellent at dusk and dawn, 
and by wearing additional 
clothing such as a hat, pants 
and socks.

“Tt is critical for Metrolinx 
to have experienced leader- 
ship as Ontario undertakes 
the largest transit expan- 
sion in our country’s histo- 
ry,” Ontario Transportation 
Minister Steven Del Duca 
said in a statement from 
Queen’s Park announcing 
Verster’s appointment. 


“Tt is clear from Mr. Verst- 
er’s leadership running one 
of the largest and busiest 
rail services in Europe that 
he will be a strong asset 
here in Ontario.” 


In the United Kingdom, 
Verster was managing di- 
rector of Britain’s Network 
Rail, running Scotland’s 
railway operations, the 
ScotRail Alliance, and initi- 
ating work on the East West 
Railway, a new rail line 
linking Britain’s high tech 
corridor between Oxford 
and Cambridge. 


Network Rail is the owner 
and manager of most of the 
rail network in England, 
Scotland and Wales and 
is an arms length public 
body of the Department for 
Transport. 


Verster’s former compa- 
nys main customers are 
the private train operators 
irresponsible for passenger 
transport, and freight han- 
dling who provide train ser- 
vices on the infrastructure 
that the company owns and 
maintains. 


Network Rail is currently 
undertaking a $50 billion

plus program of upgrades 
to its network. 


In these jobs Verster over- 
saw major transit builds— 
expanding the Scottish 
electrified rail network, 
while also overseeing the 
operation of more than 
2,100 train services every 
weekday. 


Del Duca noted that Verst- 
er’s experience is needed at 
Metrolinx as the province 
is undertaking the larg- 
est commuter rail project 
in Canada—the multibil- 
lion-dollar Eglinton-Cross- 
town LRT across the centre 
of the City of Toronto— and 
building new systems in 
Mississauga, Brampton and 
the Hamilton area. 


All of these projects are 
public-private partnerships 
that involve major builders 
and infrastructure firms. 


The GO network transit 
expansion will boost from 
1,500 trains to 6,000 trains 
a week, electrifying core 
parts of the GO network 
and bringing two-way, all- 
day service to many more 
communities. 


Verster replaces interim 
CEO John Jensen, who 
took over from former chief 
executive Bruce McCuaig 
when he retired from the

Last week Metrolinx and 
Infrastructure Ontario an- 
nounced they are seeking 
bids from three private 
groups to finance, build and 
maintain the Hurontario 
LRT, a $1.4 billion transit 
project that is the biggest 
infrastructure project in the 
history of Peel Region. 


The Hurontario LRT proj- 
ect includes about 20 ki- 
lometres of new dedicated 
rapid transit between the 
Port Credit GO Station 
in Mississauga and Gate- 
way Terminal in southern 
Brampton, with 22 stops 
and connections to GO 
Transit’s Milton and Lake- 
shore West lines. 


The LRT line is a pri- 
vate-public partnership and 
is expected to spur office, 
condo and retail develop- 
ment along the route.

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Peel's manufacturing sector resilient in face of Plant closures

Last week’s announced 
shutdown of General Elec- 
tric’s 125-year-old indus- 
trial motors plant in Peter- 
borough -- with the loss of 
358 jobs -- resonated in the 
minds of Peel workers who 
saw their jobs wiped out in 
recent years when big mul- 
tinationals closed plants in 
the region. 


Whether it was Swiss drug 
maker Novartis’s decision 
to shut down its Missis- 
sauga Ciba Vision contact 
lens solution plant at the 
end of 2014, laying off 300 
workers, or Bacardi Cana- 
da’s shutdown and sale of 
a 51-employee Brampton 
bottling plant this spring, 
the multinationals could 
cut local plants and easily 
shift production to other 
North American factories. 


Other companies did the 
same thing. Sensor maker 
CTS Corp. shut down its 


Mississauga plant in late 
2015 and relocated to Mexi- 
co, eliminating 129 jobs. 


Earlier, British-Dutch food 
giant Unilever closed its 
soup factory in Brampton, 
cutting 280 jobs. 


Over the years, southern 
Ontario’s manufacturing 
economy has been ham- 
mered by the restructur- 
ing in the auto business, 
food processing and other 
blue-collar sectors where 
global players like GE, Gen- 
eral Motors, Heinz and Uni- 
lever operate in hyper-com- 
petitive global markets. 


Such restructuring has hit 
communities from Hamil- 
ton to Windsor, but it has 
been felt particularly hard 
in the industrial belt in Ni- 
agara and _ southwestern 
Ontario, where the auto 
sector shed tens of thou- 
sands of jobs in the last de- 
cade. 


The GE plant shutdown 
next year will devastate the 
local Peterborough econo- 


my since the motors plant 
is one of the eastern On- 
tario city’s biggest private 
businesses, but it doesn’t 
signal more turmoil for Peel 
Region. 

Caledon, Brampton and 
Mississauga have _ their 
share of industrial plants, 
but they boast a far more di- 
versified employment sec- 
tor that helps cushion the 
blow of any future down- 
turns in the blue-collar 
sector and looming plant 
closures. 


A review by PDN shows the 
Region’s biggest employers 
are a mix of government, 
broader public, health care 
and big companies in a va- 
riety of growing sectors - 
from financial services and 
distribution to air travel 
and related aerospace ser- 
vices to technology and ad- 
vanced manufacturing.

Industrial accident leaves one man dead in 


Mississauga; Ministry of Labour investigating

The Ministry of Labour has 
been called in to investigate 
after a worker at a Missis- 
sauga company died Sat- 
urday due to an industrial 
accident. 

Peel Police report that the 
cops were called in around 
10 a.m. on Saturday, Aug. 
26 to Honeywell Aerospace, 
located at Unity and Colo- 
nial Drive. 


The man was reportedly 
employed with a different 


company, Fencor Hydro 
Excavation, but was work- 
ing at Honeywell as a sub- 
contractor at the time of the 
accident. 


Fencor Hydro Excavation 
is an excavation company 
that uses pressurized water 
and high powered vaccuum 
units, while Honeywell is a 
technology and manufac- 
turing company. 


Two men were working on 
a drain when one of them 
was struck in the upper 
body by a _ high-pressure 
water hose. Peel Paramed- 


ics pronounced the man 
dead at the scene. 


Police report that the vic- 
tim was 50-years-old. 

Ministry investigators were 
dispatched to the scene af- 
terwards, and have issued 
requests to Fencor to stay 
clear of the scene and for 
Honeywell to release video 
surveillance footage of the 
incident. 

In a statement released late 
Monday, a Ministry spokes- 
woman said that the inves- 
tigation is ongoing.

in sales next year and 
US$10 million in 20109, 
with gross profit margins 
near 20 per cent.

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Masters runner Dermot Holwell sets the gold standard

Most people who run for fit- 
ness have probably heard of 
the Boston Marathon. 


If runners are fast enough 
and dedicated to the sport, 
they may even qualify for this 
prestigious race and com- 
plete it. 


Sixty-two-year-old 
mild-mannered accountant 
and local trucking executive, 
Dermot Holwell is that kind 
of runner and has completed 
this — the grand daddy of all 
marathons— a total of 27 con- 
secutive times. 


Originally a rower from St. 
John’s N.L. Holwell got into 
running in 1978 and, you 
guessed it, to keep in shape 
for rowing. His rowing coach 
suggested he run a few miles 
around the rowing lake to 
build his stamina for compe- 
titions. 


Lady Luck has always smiled 
favourably on Holwell be- 
cause it was around this time 
that his neighbour Gord Tar- 
rant, a legally blind runner, 
knocked on his door asking 
if he would run with him as 
a guide. Holwell agreed. The 
first run was seven miles and 
he was hooked for good. 


That was 1978. Holwell did 
his first marathon in 1981 
in St. John’s. With that first 
marathon, he found the thing 
that would keep his body and

ning never left him. 


soul youthful and happy for 
years to come. Buoyed with 
confidence, he piled up over 
1,000 miles of trailing in the 
tough weather conditions of 
the Rock. 


He entered the 1981 Ottawa 
Marathon and the race day 
was a scorcher. 


Coming from a cold wet 
place, he wasn’t used to the 
heat. It was a true trial by fire, 
but Holwell survived. It made 
him stronger and gave him 
the confidence to keep going. 


Moving to Toronto in 1985 
to pursue his accounting ca- 
reer, he spent several years 
with one of the big account- 
ing firms before joining the 
trucking industry. 


He got married and started 
a family, but the love of run- 


In 1991, he qualified and en- 
tered his first Boston Mara- 
thon. An experience he would 
never forget and one that has 
become the focus of his train- 
ing and his life. 


Being an accountant, Hol- 
well knows his way around 
a spreadsheet and is metic- 
ulous in keeping a log of his 
running miles. He has logged 
every single mile and every 
single workout he has ever 
done. 


He once logged 2,408 miles 
in one year and logged over 
25,000 miles in the 10 years 
between 1994 and 2003. 


In all, Holwell has complet- 
ed 72 marathons with a per- 
sonal best time of two hours 
and 47 minutes. 


This amazing total includes 
26 marathons with a time 
under three hours, certainly a 
testament to his consistency. 


He credits much of his suc- 
cess to an opportunity to 
train with the late Gord Dix- 
on, an Olympic marathoner 
and noted running coach 
from Burlington. 


“Gord got me into track 
work ... and he made me re- 
alize that I needed to spend 
time working on my upper 
body strength.” 


“The track work made me 
faster and tougher and the 
strength training allowed me 
to maintain good posture 
during the later stages of the 
race,” adds Holwell. 


Like most athletes, Holwell 
had to overcome adversity in 
order to keep doing the sport 
he loves. In 2008, he was di- 
agnosed with prostate cancer 
and was ordered to have im- 
mediate surgery. 


With surgery scheduled for 

Jan. 28, 2008, the prospect 
of entering the Boston Mar- 
athon that year looked bleak; 
however, he came through 
with flying colours, and the 
doctor gave him the green 
light in March. 


Holwell booked his flight 
to Boston to keep the streak 
alive. In the seven years that 
followed his surgery, he re- 
corded some of the best times 


ever: A strange unexplainable 
phenomena that baffles even 
his doctor. 


Somehow prostate surgery 
made him go faster, certainly 
a tribute to modern medicine. 


Holwell certainly is not 
without humour. When asked 
what keeps him going, he 
quipped, “Beer. Plenty of Co- 
ors Light after runs seems to 
be the ticket,” as he smiled 
and gave me a wink. 


So how about diet, Holwell? 


“Don't get me started,” he 
responded. “Honestly, I am 
not a poster boy for a pristine 
diet. I can say with complete 
truthfulness that I don’t eat 
vegetables!” 


“I have been lucky over the 
years,” he said. “I have nev- 
er had much in the way of 
injuries that typically plague 
runners and I am thankful for 
that.” 


In all, Holwell has been run- 
ning for 39 years and has no 
plans to hang the running 
shoes up. 


He can be seen training out 
of Lifetime Fitness in Missis- 
sauga on Tuesdays and Sat- 
urdays, and he has plans to 
enter the Dublin Marathon 
this fall. 


Hats off to Dermot Holwell 
for being able to juggle a ca- 
reer, family and a passion for 
running.

Peel District School (PDSB) 
students may access trans- 
portation services if their 
primary address is within the 
school’s attendance bound- 
ary, at a distance of more 
than: 
¢ Kindergarten and grade 1 
students — 1km 
¢ Grades 2 to 4 students — 1.6 
km 
¢ Grades 5 to 8 students — 2 
km 
eGrades 9 to 12 students — 
3.8 km 


Eligibility distances are cal- 
culated using appropriate 
roadways and _ pedestrian 
walkways and are measured 
from home property line to 
school property line using 
Board approved software 
to ensure a consistent and 
equitable assessment of dis- 
tance for all students and all 
schools within the Board. It 
is also important to note that 


parents are responsible ‘for 
safely getting their children 
to and from school. 


How do I know if my child 
is eligible for transporta- 
tion? 


Student Transportation of 
Peel Region (STOPR) has 
a website, www.stopr.ca,

use many strategies to keep children safe 


Peel schools provide a 
safe environment for staff 
and students to work and 
learn. The board has many 
procedures to ensure safe- 
ty. To keep students safe, 
schools use many strate- 
gies including: 


¢ Requiring all parents and 
visitors to check in at the 
main office and obtain vis- 
itor passes 

¢ The use of a “buddy sys- 
tem”: students can only 
leave the classroom if ac- 
companied by another 
student (for example, go- 
ing to the washroom) 

¢ Assigning teachers to su- 
pervise inside and outside 
the school during recesses, 
before and after school 


¢ Locking all exteriors 
doors, including the main 
entrance, during school 
hours [elementary schools 
only] 

¢ Encouraging staff to reg- 
ularly review street-proof- 
ing skills with students 

¢ Expecting staff and stu- 
dents to report unidenti- 
fied individuals to the of- 
fice immediately 

¢ Holding fire drills and 
“lockdown” rehearsals 

¢ Having evacuation plans 
in place 

¢ Ensuring that all staff and 
volunteers have up-to-date 
criminal record checks 
eWorking with the police 
to provide education on 
street-proofing 

PDSB feels that it is im- 


portant that you also take 
this opportunity to review 
safe procedures with your 
child. Peel Regional Police 
have provided the follow- 
ing safety guidelines: 

¢ Tell your children to 
never go anywhere with 
a stranger, not to talk to 
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strangers and never take 
anything from them. You 
also have to teach them 
what a “safe stranger” is in 
case they need help. A safe 
stranger includes a police 
officer, a cashier, a fire- 
fighter. 

¢ Develop a “what if” game 


for children to get them 
thinking about how they 
would respond if they felt 
threatened or afraid. 

¢ Know who your children 
play with and where they 
go. This includes keeping 
a list of their friend’s ad- 
dresses and phone num- 
bers. 

* Do not leave your child 
in unsupervised locations, 
such as cars, parks, public 
washrooms, arenas, malls 
and plazas, etc. 

¢ Teach your children 
where and how to get help. 
Go with them on their reg- 
ularly travelled routes. 
eYour child’s body is pri- 
vate. Tell your children 
that no one may touch 
the area their bathing suit 


covers. If someone tries to 
touch them, they should 
tell you immediately. 

eTeach your children to 
talk to you immediately 
when someone does any- 
thing that makes them feel 
strange or uncomfortable. 


Listen when your children 
are trying to tell you about 
something that bothers 
them and provide them 
with support and under- 
standing.

(TCT), with support from 
Canadian Heritage, is con- 
nectedThe Great Trail and 
the country for a grand cel- 
ebration on Aug. 26, 2017. 
Communities across Cana- 
da celebrated the full con- 
nection of The Great Trail 
and Canada’s 150th on the 
same date. 


“Caledon is known for 
our beautiful and expan- 
sive natural features,” said 
Mayor Allan Thompson. 
“The Trans Canada Trail is 
a treasured part of our trail 
network that connects our 
communities to the rest of 
Canada.” 


The foundation for the 
TCT was first laid in Cale- 
don, in 1995, when the 
Caledon Trailway was de- 
clared the first official seg- 
ment of the national trail. 
The following year, the first 


pavilion of the TCT was 
built in Caledon East. 

“We are, understandably, 
very proud to be a part of 
this amazing milestone,” 
said Mayor Thompson. 

Caledon’s celebrations in- 
cluded bike rides starting 
from Palgrave and Ingle- 
wood Stationland Parks. 

A ribbon-cutting ceremo- 
ny celebrated the pavilion 
refurbishing that has start- 
ed, followed by the unveil- 
ing of a commemorative 
stone that recognizes the 
hard work and commit- 
ment of volunteers, part- 
ners and stakeholders who 
have created a trail that 
connects Canada, from 
coast to coast to coast. 


BACKGROUND: 


The Trans Canada Trail 
began as a bold dream in 


1992: the idea of creating 
a trail that would be a gift 
from Canadians to Canadi- 
ans. Since then, the TCT, a 
not-for-profit organization, 
has been working with 
donors, partners, govern- 
ments and volunteers to 
create 

The Great Trail. This epic 
“trail of trails” offers a wide 
range of outdoor experi- 
ences on both land and wa- 
ter routes. 

Every Canadian province 
and territory is home to its 
own stretch of The Great 
Trail, which is owned and 
operated at the local level. 
TCT’s goal is to have The 
Great Trail connected from 
coast to coast to coast in 
2017, for Canada’s 150th 
anniversary of Confedera- 
tion celebrations.
